dinary session Monday, April 2, two 
weeks esrller then the date he' had 
chosen before the latest assaults upon 
American rights on the seas. Wlien 
the Prosiilent addresses Congress he 
is expected to show how a state of war 
actually has existed for some time be- 
cause of the uniawfal aggressions of 
German submarines. Congress is ex- 
pected formally to declare a slate of 
war is existing, vote a large sum, prob- 
ably lialf a billion dollars, for national 
defense, and clothe the President with 
authority to nse the armed forces of 
the United States, as it empowered 
President MtKinley to deal with the 
menace of Spain in lg9S. 

Such action would not be a declara- 
tion of war, except In a 'technical 
sense, and whether the United States 
and Germany ac tually go to war in the 
fullest acceptation of the term will 
depend on what the imperial Govern- 
ment does beforo Consress Is assem- 
bled or after it acts. 

Dispatches from abroad declaring 
that the German Government expect- 
ed a state of war soon placed an 
ominous aspect on the situation. Much 
to chaase the President's present in- 
tentions or the course of the Govern- 
ment in the crisis may develop before 
April 2. The fir.st American armed 
ships by that time will have reached 
the war zone. The ruthless destruc- 
tion of one of them unqnestlonsbly 
would be an art of war. 

On the other hand, sinking of a sub- 
marine by one of the armed merchant- 
men would be met as an act of war 
by OersMny. Bven the antlnc of 
American ships with the avowed pur- 
pose of defending them against 
U-boats may be declared such an act. 

In any of these 'events practically 
nothing would remain except for Con- 
sress to acknowledge a state of war 
existing from a certain specified date 
— probably Sunday, when three Amer- 
ican ships were sunk with loss of life. 
Until Congress meets, will be days of 
tense anxiety, of esger . wsiting and 
watching, fmnght with posslbiUtles of 
tremendous consavtMMSB la 
United SUtes.

U. S. TO INSURE CONTRABAND 



Cargoes of Arms and Ammunition. 
However, to Be Rejected — Scope 
of Operations Broadened. 

Washington. — ^The government War 

Risk Insurance Bureau, which hereto- 
fore has insured only non-contraband, 
announced that it would "broaden the 
scope of its operations " and hereafter 
insure inractically all forms of contra- 
band for European countries except 
arms and ammunition. 

The decision to insure contraband 
was reached at a meeting between Sec- 
retary McAdoo and the advisory board 
of the bnrean, and was announced in 
the following statement: 

"Secretary McAdoo. following a 
meeting with the advisory board of 
the war risk insurance and the di- 
rector of the bnrsan. announced that, 
owing to present conditions and with a 
view to facilitating more thoroughly 
the commerce of the- I'liited States, the 
Bureau of War Risk Insurance would 
broaden the scope ot Its (derations 
and insnre more generally cargoes and 
vessels bannd to European countries. 
Future policies will cover practically 
everything except guns, arms and am- 
munltion.'* 



Washington. — ^Wor - that a Euro- 
pean neutral might offer mediation to 
prevent open war betwtten the United 
States and Germany has come to the 
Administration without causing sur- 
prise or in any way affecting the Gov- 
ernment's plans for meeting the situa- 
tion forced by submarine ruthless- 
ness. Such a proposal is regarded 
here as nothing more than another 
scheme fostered by Germany with the 
hope of confusing the issue and pos- 
sibly dividing sentiment In this coun- 
try while the destruction of American 
lives and sliips on the high seas con- 
tinues. At the State Department offi- 
cials would neither deny nor confirm 
that the GovemsMnt abready had been 
approached on this subject, although 
It was admitted informally that some 
such move was doP unexpected. 

It was very emphatically stated that 
no suggestion of mediation or discus- 
sion would be considered unless it was 
accompanied by abandonment of Ille- 
gal assaults upon .American shipping, 
a course to whicli there is no reason 
for l)elieviiig the imperial Government 
is giving a thought. The feeling in all 
quarters here Is that the United States 
has with infinite patience and forbear- 
ance done everything possible with 
j honor to avoi/1 the virtual state of war 
now existing through German aggres- 
sion.

New Albany, Ind. — In the midst of 
mourning New Albany citizens set 
themselves bravely to the task of 
bringing order out of the chaos and 
hsvoc w rought by the tornado that 
swept tl>is city. 

The revised death list shows 33 men. 
women and children perished. In ad- 
dition to this number two negro chil- 
dren are missing, and their bodies, it 
is believed, are buried in the ruins «£ 
Oldham Street school, which was de- 
molished by the storm. 

At least six other persons are dying 
at St Edvrard's hospital, so Is appears 
to be a certainty that tka tataada'ataB 

will be about 40. 

The revised list of the injured 
cated that more tlian 100 persons 
hurt, two, score ot these serkmsly. 
The property damage, while difficult 
to estimate at present, will reach 
600,000, it is believed. 

The work of organized relief is pro- 
ceeding smoothly. Red Cross repre- 
sentatives arrived on the scene early, 
after the storm, and. following a pre- 
liminary survey of the storm area, es- 
timated that the sum of $250,000 w o'uld 
be needed at once to carry en relief 
work in a comprehensive wny. Dona- 
tions of large sums ware received from 
Chicago. Philadelphia, lllll)dl|jin and 
other large cities. 

Without warning the atem^ with 
a velocity of flfty-two alles an 
bonr. strafek the dty and swept s path 
of wreckage and destruction at some 
places six blocks wide. Houses were 
crushed level witli the ground or borne 
away bodily, and manufacturing plants 
crumbled. The principal damage was 
wrought in residential aad auaalhe- 
turing sections In the northern out- 
skirts of the city. The main business 
center of the city was not touched. 

The gale struck the C«M7d<m ^iNi 
about two miles below the city, and 
sftef It hsd wrought considerable dam- 
age in the space of five or six minutes, 
moved southwest and entered New Al- 
bany, at State street, near Ealy. this 
being one of the thickly popnlatnd res- 
Maaee sections. With terrMe speed 
it tore through the street for a dis- 
tance of three blocks, '.aying every- 
thing low that stood in the way. 
Reaching the intersection of State and 
Pearl streets. It rose and leaped over 
the dty, a distance of one ssile. to the 
outskirts, where It came down again 
and struck the earth at V'incennes 
street and Charlestown road. Here it 
played frightful havoc .with three 
blocks of hcnnee and shc^ along Vin- 
eennes street before It rose sgaln and 
passed fvway. 

The damage done on the Corydon 
pike, below New Albany, was very 
great, according to persons who were 
caught by the gale at this point. A. M. 
Floyd, manager of fhe Cumberland 
Telephone Co., reported that hundreds 
of trees were uprooted and carried 
With great force through the air and 
Uttered over the grooBd in tha waka 
of the storm as it aovad hi the dirae* 
tion of the city. 

Many Small Homes Wrecked. 

Many small homes along the pike 
were wracked and scores ot persons 
Injured. Geoa'ge Strack, a Conncllman 
from the Fourth Ward, his wife and 
six children, who lived in a handsome 
new $3,500 home, were in their house 
when the cyclone approached. All took 
refuge in the cellar. Whaa tha cy- 
clone stmek the honse wss carried 
away bodily, Mr. Strack suffered in- 
juries about his face and his ear was 
torn off. His brother Henry, who was 
with him, sttflered a broken ahoolder. 
Svery avallaUa pkyslelaa has been 
pressed Into service in attending the 
injured, and every hospital has been 
filled to its capacity. The injured 
taken to St Edward's Hospital had 
filled all available rooaM aad wards 
and overflowed into the halls. St. Ed- 
ward's Is the only public hospital in 
the city and arrangements were being 
made to transfer many of the injured 
to Louisville institnt^Mn iMcfe kad 
offered their facilities.

The State Bankers' Association bill 
provides a tax of 10 cents on each 1100 
of depoaita in a state or national bank 
or trust company, to bo used for state 
purposes. It provides further that all 
state and national banks and trust 
companies operating in this state must 
file with the State Tax Commiasion by 
September 21 of each year a report, 
showing the total aaoants o( dapoaits 
as of September 1. 

The amendment of Representative 
Price makes it obligatory on the banks 
to dedaet the aaionnt of tax paid for 
each deposltw within six months. 

Speaker Duffy and Representative 
Myers, of Covington, the administra- 
tion floor leader in the house, with the 
aid of one-half the honso membors. suc- 
ceeded in putting to sleep the amend- 
ment of Representative Bailey. This 
amendment provided that the tax de- 
rived from bank depesitors be distrib- 
uted in the same manner as other rev- 
enues. A tie vote resulted on the 
a m end m ent. Speaker DuCTy broke the 
tie and defeated the amendment. 

The Sprerrier bill, providing for a 
tax of lu cents a gallon on distilled 
spirits. Is the next measure to come 
before the house.. It is estiasated that 
$2,000,000 will be raised annually from 
this source. In the senate, the Oliver 
bill and Frost substitute, creating a 
State Tax Commission, had their sec- 
ond reading and waro plaoad la the or- 
ders of the day.

USE OF BACTERIAL VACCINE 

Vaccination as Preventive for Stranglea 
and DIafesnfiper Belag Kxtsasivsly 



The vaccination of horses as a pi^ 
ventive for strangles or distemper is 
being extensively employed. It has 
been found that the cause of the dis- 
ease warrants the use of a bacterial 
'.accino. This ;;ivfs a.--sistan(c to na- 
ture's own efforts of protection and 
forms the logical means of preventing 
strangles as well as other diseases 
caused by specific organisms. 

The outcome of the vaccination of 
horses has in some instances been dis- 
appointing. It is possible that in sui !» 
cases the bacteria has deteriorated or 
become Ineffective, or that the results 
are complicated by secondary infec- 
tions. In the latter case it is advisahle 
to use bacterins that will cond)at the 
secondary infections. These are called 
mixed haeterins, and contain a vari- 
ety of killed bacteria conuBOBly en- 
countered in such diseases. 

In ca.se distemper appears, all 
healthy animals should be Immediately 
injected with streptobacterlns. The 
administration of bacterial vaccines 
should be made by a competent veter- 
inarian, as improper administration 
may not provide proper protection and 
so result in Irregalaritlea. Baetcrlns 
can be obtained from manufacturers 
of various biological products.

A good many horses come through 
the winter season with lirnvy, routth 
coats that are not shed when spring 
work begins; the result Is they are un- 
comfortable when at heavy work. A 
heavy coat of hair causes much sweat- 
ing, which is enervating to the horse 
and con.sequently produces an unnec- 
essary drain upon his strength and 
vitality. Nor U this all. A horse that 
sweats ftieely daring ttie changing 
weather of spring is very apt to take 
cold. Rough, shaggy coats should be 
clipped in tins wfrtag bstoM heavy 
work begins. 

There are excellent dippers on the 
market for this purpose, and they can 
he bought at very reasonable prif'es. 
A g(K)d clipper will pay for itself in a 
single season on almost any farm, and 
sometimes it will do much more than 
that. If a team Is laid up with a bad 
cold for a few days when work Is 
pressin-; the loss of work may become 
very expensive. This sbooid be avoid- 
ed by the use of a aUppar aad Inci- 
dentally also laaka tta' 
comfortable.
